l"(ir  the  benefit  of  those  imt  funiliar  with  the  niin- 
cral  ri'sources  and  the  wonderful  deveioj)ment  of  Jhiti^h 
Columbia  and  the  Lake  of  the  Wdods,  uc  ^ive  herewith 
a  brief  ski-tch  of  that  countr\-,  to;^fether  with  the-  o])iin'ons 
of  a  nundjcr  of  leadin;^  men  from  different  parts  i>(  the 
world  u  ho  liave  visited  these  districts  and  ha\  e  expiessed 
themseh'cs  rec^ardinc;'  tlunr  rv>sources. 

It  h;is  I)een  shown  for  \-ears  that  the  Province  of 
IJritish  Columbia  is  rich  in  the  precious  metals,  many 
millions  of  doll.irs  havinj^  been  extracted  from  its  placer 
mines  durin;.^  the  past  thirt}'  \-(--ars  ;  but  until  aljout  ten 
}-ears  a;.;o  little  was  known  of  the  extensi\-e  veins  which 
are  now  uttractinLj  the  attention  of  the  nn'niuL^  world. 
The  Silvi.-r  lead  ores  of  the  Kootena\-  Lake  reL;!(<n,  and 
afterwards  the  rich  Siber  ores  r)f  the  Siocan  district,  and 
and  now  the  (ioUJ  and  Ccjpper  ores  of  the  Kossland  and 
Trail  Creek  c(nmtr\-,  ha,  ;  induced  the  investment  of 
much  capital,  which  has  yi'dded  and  is  now  }-ieldin^c^ 
enormous  returns  and  p.  to  the  investors.  About 
six  years  ago  some  {)rospecLr)rs  were  attracted  to  the 
enormous  ledge  of  decomposed  iron  in  the  Trail  Crec^k 
district,  and  man)'  locations  were  made  at  that  time.

At  the  present  there  arc  t\vo  railroads  runnin;^  into 
the  town  of  Rossland,  tlu;  one  coinM'ctin;^^  witn  the 
American  Railwa\-  s_\steni  at  Sijokane.  and  the  other 
connecting;-  with  the  (',  P.  R.  at  Trail,  via  steamer  from 
Ke\elstoke.  in  addition  to  this,  two  lar-e  smelters  are 
erected,  one  at  Trail  and  the  other  at  Nelson,  and  two 
otiiers  are  to  be  erected  during;- the  conndu;  summer,  so 
that  die  (juestion  of  transportation  and  the  treatment  <;;f 
ores  is  now  defmitel}-  settled. 

The  mines  carry  cjuartz  and  iron  sulphides  contain- 
uv^  Iron,   Coi^per,    Ciold  and  Silver.     The  ci>untry    rock 
consists  of  deorite  and  syenite.     There  are  a  i;reat  man\' 
vein  exjiosures,  a  larije  number  of  v\hich  cU'e  remarkable 
for  their  threat  streni^th,   uniformit}-  of  courses  and  con- 
tinuit\- of  i;"rc-at  dist.mces.

over  a  hundred  valuable  mines  are  beiu'^-  oi)erated  in  the 
Kootenay  district  and  all  without   exceptio'.i  openinsj;  up 
well    and    proving;    big-    dividend    pa\ers    under    pro'per 
mana:4ement    and     development.       Amoni;-     the     UK-re 
prominent  proi)erties  in  the    Kootenay    district    are  the 
followin-- :-— the  "  Le  Roi,"  which  paid  last  year  $275,000

''  l\.o()tc'nay-(  "olnnihia."  "  Juniho,"  "  Max  tlowei-,"  "Crown 
I'oint,"  "  Deer  r.irk,"  "  Iron  ("o!t."  and  ;i  number  of 
otiiers  situate'd  in  tin;  Tr.iil  niiin'n;,;'  di\-ision  of  West 
Kootena}',  in  tin-  immediate  xa'einity  of  the  town  of 
]>lossland.  In  additioii  to  tl'iese  tlv-MV  arealarL;"e  nnmher 
of  other  rich.  |)ro[X'rties  in  the  "Sloean  "  district,  which 
is  the  Ljreat  si]\-er  district  of  J^ritish  ("olumhia  ;  and  .also 
in  the  "  \els(»n,"  ''Salnu^n  Riwr."  "  Houndai-}'  Creek," 
and  "Cireciiwood"  districts,  ami  furtiier  north  in  the 
"Cariboo"  district.  All  tlu-se  properties  hax'e  been,  dis- 
co\-ered  within  the  pa  t  \-e.ir  or  two  and  man_\-  of  them 
ha\e  (^nl\-  recent)}'  been  opened  up  and  broUj^liL  under 
(le\e!o[)ment,  and  l.irt;e  divitknds  are  beiu;.;'  paid  to  the 
shareholders  by  all  those  where  sufficient  de\eloi)ment 
work:  has  been  done.

We  cannot  in  this  prosjiectus  enter  into  \'er)-  much 
fletail  rei^ardiiiL^  tlie  \-;u-ious  jjroperties  and  districts,  our 
object  beiny;  to  i^ive  siini)l\'  a  short  account  of  the  mining 
progress  in  those  districts  where  tnir  Compan\-'s  opera- 
tions will  be  carried  on,  so  th.at  those  desiring  to  iiuest 
with  us  ma\'  have  a  general  idea  of  the  country  and  w  ill 
be  enabled  to  secure  additional  information  if  desired. 
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Ilavinj:,^  thus  briefly  described  the  country  we  will 
give  herewith  a  few  extracts  from  the  nublished  state- 
ments and  official  reports  (jf  reliable  mim'uL^uid  business 
men  of  undoubted  reputation  and  '-Mperience  from 
different  parts  of  the  worKl,  who  have  given  their  rep<jrts 
after  a  careful  examination  of  the  country  and  its 
resources. 

Dr.  \V.  K.  Evercttc,  of  Tacoma,  Washington  Terri-

as'  estos,  lime,  iron,  gypsum,  and  coal. 

"  The  mineral  belt  just  referred  to  is  about  a  hundre<l  miles 
wide  ami  extends  northerly  and  north  westerly  from  the  north- 
western :\Iontana  country,  through  southern  liritish  Columbia, 
taking  in  the  gold  range  and  a  portion  of  the  Selkirk  range, 
thence  iuto  the  northern  Cariboo  country."

Capital  has  been  freely  invested,  and  all  because 
the  wealth  of  that  section  has  been  brought  to  light  and  pro- 
claimed from  the  house  tops  at  home  and  abroad.       If  mineral 
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wealth  will  attract  po])ulation,  British  Colnnihia  i>^  (U'stiiu'.l  to 
be  a  busy  hive  o*"  indiislry  ;  for  the  mining  cptiips  around 
Trail  and  Rossland  are  mere  specks  on  its  wonderful  mineral 
bell.  Within  the  past  twelve  months  several  new  districts 
have  come  to  lij^ht."

He  had  ju-,t 
returned  after  spending  the  whole  of  the  summer  in  that  dis- 
trict. He  replied  that  there  would  be  between  40,000  and 
50,000  by  the  en<l  of  nest  year,  and  100,000  by  the  close  of  the 
century."

When  the  Hon.  Wm.  Puj^sley  reached  his  home  in 
New  13run.s\vick,  from  a  trii)  to  Ikilish  C(jUunbia,  lie, 
amon^t,^  other  things,  said  : — 

"While  ill  llritish  Columbia  I  saw  some  gcntlfMuen  from 
South  Africa  Alio  have  had  large  experience  in  the  gold  fields 
there.  They  expressed  the  opinion  that  British  Columhia  jjre- 
sents  a  far  l)etter  field  for  j)rolUaljle  investment  than  the 
famous  Rand  region  in  South  Africa.  In  British  Coluni'jia  an 
area  of  country  400  miles  by  some  700  or  800  miles  is  well 
minerali/.ed,  and  sucli  valuable  discoveries  have  l)een  made 
at  such  widely  separat'jd  j)oints  as  to  lead  to  the  btlief  that 
praciicallv  the  whole  province  will  in  the  near  future  become 
a  vast  fijld  for  the  production  of  gold,  silver  and  other  valu- 
able minerals. 

"  There  is  a  vast  tract  o.  rich  atid  comparatively  unde- 
veloped country  which  will  be  made  easily  accessibl''  by  the 
proposed  railroad  through  the  Crow's  Nest  Pass.  This  line  is 
very  much  talked  of  in  the  west,  and  its  early  construction 
would  uuiloubtedly  prove  a  great  advantage  not  only  tc  ISritish 
Columbia,  but  to  that  portion  of  the  Northwest  Territories 
lying  adjacent  to  the  Rocky  Mountains  on  the  east,  whose 
farmers  will  thereby  be  afforded  facilities  to  market  produce, 
and  also  to  eastern  Canaila,  which  is  interested  in  securing  the 
trade  of  a  district  whicli  will,  before  a  very  long  time,  have  a 
large  consuming  population." 

Regardiiitj  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  district,  we  can- 
not do  better  than  give  a  i;"eneral  description  of  the 
country  by  Mr.  G.  II.  Campbell,  as  published  in  the 
Rossiaiid,  B.  C,  Miner  a  short  time  ago,  and  it  may  be 
remarked  that  it  speaks  well  for  the  British  Columbia 
papers  that  they  are  willing  to  publish  so  fully  informa- 
tion regarding  other  countries  than  their  own.  The 
following  is  Mr.  Campbell's  interview  : — 

"  George  H.  Campbell,  of  Winnipeg,  who  has  been  in  this 
vicinity  for  several  weeks  looking   after   his    mining   interests 
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here,  lins  favorcil  a  representative  of  VVw  .Ifhter  with  an  ac- 
count of  the  Rainy  River  ^^old  fiolds  of  Ontar'o.  It  will  b'» 
re!ne!nl)ere(l  that  Mr.  Cainpl)ell  and  a  nuinljer  of  other  j^cntle- 
nien,  atnong  whom  was  N.  Byron  White,  of  the  Slocan  Star 
mine,  paid  a  visit  to  that  conntry  recently  and  were  very  much 
pleased  with  what  they  saw,  and  there  seems  no  doubt  that  in 
the  near  future,  if  indeed  not  in  the  immediate  tuture,  north- 
western Ontario  will  rival  British  Columbia  in  the  richness  of 
its  mineral  resources, 

"  In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  extent  of  the  country,  Mr. 
Campbell  said  :  'That's  a  difTicult  question  to  answer  as  the 
country  is  new  from  a  '.ninin}^  standpoint  and  is  not  yet  fully 
prospected,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  mineral  belt  or 
zone  extends  from  the  shores  of  Lake  Winnipej^  in  the  west  as 
fur  as  Sudbury  in  the  east,  a  distance  of  perhaps  a  th.ousand 
miles,  and  from  the  International  boundary  line  on  the  soutl., 
a  hundreil  or  a  hundred  and  fifty  miles  north.  Rich  mineral 
has  been  discovered  all  along  this  territory,  and  no  doul)t 
other  discoveries  will  be  made  when  the  country  is  more  fully 
prospected. 

"  Rat  Portage  is  the  Rossland  of  Ontario.  Indeed  we  have 
a  Rossland  station  just  near  Rat  Portage  where  several  valua1)le 
properties  are  situated.  Rat  Portage  is  the  business  centre  of 
the  whole  of  the  Rainy  River  district,  and  more  particularly 
of  that  section  of  it  known  as  the  '  Lake  of  the  Woods  '  dis- 
trict. 

"Of  course  in  a  short  time  other  ploces  more  centrally 
located  in  the  different  districts  will  come  to  the  front,  such  as 
Wabigoon  in  the  Manitou  district  and  Mine  Centre  for  the 
Seine  River  district.  This  latter  place  is  well  situated  in  the 
midst  of  a  rich  gold  producing  country.  Then  there  are  Port 
Arthur  and  Fort  William  further  east,  just  east  of  which,  at 
Jackfish  Bay,  is  situated  the  now  famous  Empress  mine.  At 
present  any  one  wishing  to  see  the  raining  districts  most  ad- 
vantageously will  go  to  Rat  Portage.  Imvnediately  surround- 
ing this  place  in  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  vicinity  are 
situated  a  number  of  very  valuable  mines,  some  fully  developed 
and  in  good  working  order  and  others  in  various  stages  of 
development,  all  turning  out  handsomely  and  yielding  returns 
above  the  expectations. 

"  From  Rat  Portage  steamboats  are  taken  up  the  lakes  for 
Fort  Francis  and  the  Seine  River  country.  The  trip  through, 
the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  up  Rainy  River  is  a  most  delight- 
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fuloneund  is  one  continual  panoranui  of  beautiful  scenery 
anion-  the  islan-ls  a.ul  lakes.  I'roni  the  mouth  of  the  Rau.y 
River  to  I'ort  I'lancis  we  have  a  very  rich  soil  capable  ot  pro- 
(lucinK  the  food  supplies  for  all  the  nii'.ies  for  years  to  come. 
\l  Port  iM-ancis  am)lher  boat  is  t.iken  up  the  Seme  River,  a 
distance  of  al,out  forty  miles,  till  we  come  to  the  lu-w  town  of 
Mine  Centre.  This  town,  as  I  have  already  s  lid,  is  situated  m 
the  midst  of  an  undoubte.lly  very  rich  mining  country  and 
development  work  is  now  bein-  vi-orously  pnshe.l  ahead  on 
several  of  the  larK'est  properties  iu  the  vicinity,  notably  the 
Foley  mine,  where  a  twenty  stamp  mill  is  bein;.'  erected  and  is 
now  almost  readvfor  work,  and  the  l-crKmson  mine  where  '.ley 
arcerectin-afortv  stamp  mill.  The  I'reston  mine  is  also 
beiuK^openednp  and  is  said  lo  be  very  rich  m  free  -old. 
Further  east  of  this  is  the  great  SawbiU  mine,  situated  on 
Sawl)ill  Lake.  Tliis  mine  is  only  a  new  discovery  and  not 
more  than  six  months'  work  has  been  done  on  it.  but  it  is 
turning  out  very  well. 

"Another  valuable  section  of  the  country  is  the  Manitou 
section  where  some  rich  properties  have  been  discovered  during 
the  past  summer.  This  section  is  reached  by  way  of  Wabigoon 
station  on  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway  from  which  point  I 
understand  a  line  of  boats  is  to  be  put  on  next  season  navigat- 
ing the  Wabigoon  and  Manitou  lakes,  each  about  thirty  milea 
in  length. 

"  V/hat  are  the  peculiar  mining  advantages  of  the  country 
as  compared  to  British  Columbia  ?" 

"  Comparisons  are  odious.  Each  country  has  its  own  par- 
ticular features.  The  hills  (or  I  suppose  I  should  more  properly 
say  mountains)  are  not  so  large  nor  so  frequent  as  here,  but  the 
means  of  access,  especially  in  the  summer,  is  very  easy  and 
exceedingly  pleasant,  being  largely  if  not  almost  wholly  by 
water  There  is  abundance  of  wood  and  water  and  the  climate 
is  advantageous,  which  with  most  favorable  mining  laws  makes 
the  future  of  the  countrv  assured.  At  the  present  time  winter 
travel  is  inconvenient,  but  with  the  advent  of  railways  and 
good  roads  this  will  be  obviated  and  northwestern  Ontario  will 
certainly  go  ahead  and  make  her  mark  iu  the  mining  world." 

"Mr  Campbell  left  for  Winnipeg  yesterday  to  return  to 
Rosslaud  shortly  after  the  new  year.  Before  retuining  Mr. 
Campbell  will  visit  Montreal,  Toronto,  and  other  eastern 
cities." 
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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  ;i  l;ir-c  ;ui'l  iinp;-)i't.-int  fioUl 
is  open  for  the  Coinp;my  to  opcnite,  iiichuliiv^  our  own 
Province,  which  it  is  our  intention  to  fully  explore  in  the 
near  future.
